Kuropatkin time to get considerable 
reinforcements from Europe ; but it is 
evident that this has only been done 
at the expense of his needed supply 
of provisions and stores. The letter 
which we print in another column 
from an entirely impartial resident 
of Mukden shows how Kuropatkin’s 
army is suffering from his abandon- 
ment and destruction of stores of 
all kinds at Liaoyang. The Russian 
is i of fuel and short of 
ing on the food and 
the houses of the unfortunate natives, 
whose condition in the coming ‘win- 
ter is terrible to contemplate, They 
must be praying, we fear vainly, 
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that the Czar will listen to tho 
athetie appeal of the Chinese 
mperor: “ We sincerely desire that 
your Majesty will arrange that Muk- 
den (where the mausolea of the Chi- 
nese Imperial family are situated) 
shall be secured from the danger 
(of the disastrous results of war). 
But for the Russian occupation, 
the Japanese would not approach 
Mukden at all, We are . gladly 
trusting in the sincerity of your 
Majesty's good will toward “us.” 
There is more hope for the plaintive 
Emperor at Peking, we fear, in the 
Japanese advance, when it begins, 
than in the Czar’s sincerity. The 
advance has been delayed while the 
Jupanese have been getting up the 
reinforcements to replace the losses 
ab Linoyaog, and bring the Japanese 
army again up to un equality with 
Kuropatkin’s reinforced army. There 
is little doubt that the latter's 
design, if he is left to himself, is to 
retire on Tichling with nothing more 
than a rear-guard action at Mukden. 
But he is unfortunately at the end 
ofa telegraph wire, and his better 
judgment may have to give way to 
‘orders “from St. Petersburg inspired 
by the fear of the loss of prestige 
caused by the Russian defeat at 
Liaoyang and the impending fall of 
Port Arthur. We were told yester- 
day that be had been ordered to take 
the offensive, but according to Reuter, 
Marshal Oyama has again anticipated 
him.

Thav of Port Arthur 
is impending, there om be no 
doubt. That the Japanese have 


had very heavy losses, is, of course, 
unquestionable, But these losses hav: 
decided them to go to work more 
cautiously. Many foreigners who 
were in Port Arthur on the fateful 
9th of February stated that Admiral 
Togo’s attack caused such « panic, 
thatif the Japanese fleet had had 
with it a landing force, it might 


. have captared Port Arthur that day. 


But Admiral Togo had no troops 
with him, and time was necessarily 
given to General Stessel to replenish 
his stores and perfect his defences, 
which he has held for nearly eight 
months with splendid determination, 
But he canuot hold them much 
longer. The frantic efforts that are 
being rhade to run the blockade, and 
the facts that leak out from time to 
time from the Ktussian side, show the 
searcity of provisions in the fortress, 
and there is’ much reason to think 
that the supply of water is also 
scanty. The garrison must know by 
this time—the commanders at any 
rate—that there is no hope of relief 
from Kuropatkin. In St. Peters- 
burg, at any rate, there is no illusion 
about Port Arthur; it is known there 
that it cannot hold’out ; and it makes 
one sad to think of the terrible 
slaughter there will be at the end 


_ if General Stessel continues in his 


yefusal to surrender on any terms, 





Sorcerers, and others whose opinion 
is of more value, except to the Em- 
peror of Corea, are looking for o 
Russian descent on Corea from the 
north-east. The} Japanese are, of 
course, prepared for any such‘,con- 
tingency, and it is in view of this 
that so eminent a soldier as General 
Hasegawa has recently been appoint 
ed to the command of the Japanese 
garrison in Corea. If that garrison 
should have to grow into an army, 
he is there to command it. It seems 
that poor Corea, unable to defend 
herself, and in her heart indifferent 
as to which of her would-be protec- 
tors gets the upper hand, is again to 
become a battlefield, her sufferings 
only mitigated by the fertilising 
silver shower which the Japanese 
distribute wherever they go.

Suaxcwat loses a very old and a vory 
much-respected resident in the person 
of Mr. Johaun Nélting, who died here at 
toon on Monday of heart disease at the 
age of G4. He was the doyen of the

antedate him. He came out to Bangkok 
originally in 1861, and in the following 
year he came to Shanghai, which has 
eon his home for 42 years; he had only

last being in 1883. He was for some 
years partner in tho firm of Telge, 
Nolting & Co., afterwards joining the firm 
of Taumeyer, & Co. of which he was head 
partner at the timo of his death. For 
many yeats he was ono of the leading 
comedians in the brilliant company of 
amateurs who delighted somany audiences 
‘at the Concordia Club, in the little thertro 
in the Foochow Road. Mr. Nélting and 
his amiable wife had a large circle of 
friends of all nationalities, for he was 
one of those kind, quiet, genial men who 
never grow old and who cannot but 
make friends and cannot make enemies. 
Tho sympathy of all Shanghai is with 
Mra, Nélting in her great 1 

The funeral took place at 5 p.m. on 
‘Tuosday. 

Asovr 10 minutes to eleven on Thurs- 
day night, a man, described as having 
the appearance of a British bluejacket, 
walked down the Kiukiang Road jetty 
straight into the river, and was never 
soon again alive." The man was sen by a 
sampan-mnan and also by a foreign resi- 
dont, and is said to have been in an 
intoxicated condition. ‘The report of the 
inquest on his remains will be found in 
another column. 

Just about three o'clock on Tuesday 
morning two fires occurred almost simul- 
taneously.

‘Toe quarterly return of British and 
foroign shipping romoved from * Lloyds’ 
Register” during the last three 
months of 1903 has just been issued. 
Tho world’s floct has lost, in that timo, a 
total of 269 vessels, measuring in the 
aggregato 213,778 tons, of which all but 
forty-six vessels, of 54,117 ‘tons, met 
their end prematurely by collision, ship- 
wreck, fire, or other calamity. Of the 
forty-six exceptions, twenty-five are 
sailing ships, and of these ten will soe 
further duty as lighters, barges, hulks, 
etc., so that tho number of ships with 
drawn from active service from mere old 
age is very small compared with the num- 
bor of those that come to an untimely 
ond. ‘The shipping registered at Lloyds’ 
amounts now to orer 30,000,000 tons, of 
which more than 16 million tons flies the 
British flag. Germany comes second 
with about 3} million tons, the United 
States with 22 million tons, Norway, 
France, and Italy follow in order with 
less ‘than 2 million tons each, and no 
other nation owns more than 1 million 
tons., As regards the proportion of ship- 
ping lost to tonnage owned, Great 
Britain, though not holding, as is usual, 
quite the most fayourable position among 
the greatest matritimo nations, neverthe- 
less has a very creditable place. Taking 
the nations owning more than a million 
tons, Germany has lost 2.) tons per 
thousand; Great Britain and Colonies, 
44; France, 6.8; Italy, 7 ; United States, 





























British-owned from the Colonial-owned 
vessels, the British losses alone only 
amount to 3.2 tons per thousand, which, 
though low as compared with most foreign 
countries, is still considerably above 
our average figure. Norway has been 
singularly unfortunate, and Sweden, with 
a loss of 12.2 per thousand out of a ton- 
nago of less than three-quarters of a mil- 
lion, is not much better. The heavy 
losses of these countries and of the United 
States are due to the number of wooden 
sailing vessels contained in thew mer- 
cantile fleets, and in some measure, 
also, to the ago of the vessels. Although 
Great Britain owns the greatest sailing 
tonnage in the world, it forms less than 
one-tenth of our entire fleet ; whereas the 
proportion of sailing vessels in the fleets 
of Norway and the United States are 
respectively about soven-sixteenth and 
one-half the total. The compatative 
safety of steam vessels is further empha- 
sised by the fact that of 159,661 tons of 
shipping lost during the quarter by wreck, 
collision, etc., 87,536 tons, or more than 
half, was composed of sailing ships, 
although the proportion of sail in the 
fleots of the world is only about one-fifth 
of the aggregate tonnage. Of the 223 
vessels which met their end through an 
“act of God,” 114 porished by wreck,,24 
in collision, 19 wore ‘abandoned, "18 
foundered, 13 wre broken up or con- 
domned, 9 burnt, 2 are vaguely classified 
as “‘lost;” while no less than 24, an 
average of neurly two per week, have 
utterly vanished, and their fate will pro- 
bably never be revealed till the sea gives 
up its dead.—‘ Engineering.”

THE REGISTRATION 
OF TRADE MARKS. 


26th September. 

RecENT events in connection with 
the Treaty of Shanghai and the new 
Provisional Trade Marks Regulations 
indicate that this community is in 
some danger of being considered by 
our Governments at home a some- 
what unreasonable one. For years it 
has urged in season and out 
of season, and we think very 
rightly urged, the abolition of 
likin as the prime necessity for the 
expansion of foreign trade in China; 
and yet when everything possible 
was done in the Mackay Treaty to 
secure the abolition of likin, it was 
received with all kinds of discontented 
objections, Among the acknowledged 
advantages gained by the Mackay 
Treaty was the protection of trade 
marks by registration. After a good 
deal of labour on the part of the 
officers of the Customs to whom 
the preparation of regulations for the 
registration of trade marl was con- 
fided, labour assiduously devoted to 
the preparation of an adequate and 
practical code, the result was submit- 
ted to a large meeting of the mem- 
bers of the General Chamber of Com- 
merce on the 22nd inst., and it was 
disappointing to see that, on the pact 
of the speakers at that meeting, there 
was much more disposition to pick 
holes in the regulations, which are 
professedly provisional, than to be 

rateful for them. We shall certainly 
jose what influence we have with the 
Diplomatic Body at Peking and our 
Foreign Offices at home, if we get 
the reputation of being. importunate 
in our demands for reforms and con- 
cessions, and chronically dissatisfied 
with them when we get them. 

We do not propose to make a 
critical examination of the regula- 
tions seriatim. ‘They embody a very 
intelligent and satisfactory attemps 
to confer on the mercantile com- 
munity a protection for which they 
have been asking for years. There 
are undoubtedly ambiguities, which 
perhaps it would be equally fair to 
call elasticities, in them ; but it must 
be remembered that they are a 
translation from the Chinese; and 
the Chinese have sore grounds for

In this region, it 
will be remembered perhaps, there have 
already been several outbreaks within a 
few months on account of reluctance to 
pay the reduplicated taxes imposed by 
the Father-and-Mother officials, largely 
for their own behoof, but all of which 
are laid to the “ foreign contribution.” 


A Boxer Revival. 

A few days since it appears that num- 
erous agents of what is openly announced 
asa “Band of Public Harmony” (I Ho 
Tuan 3€ M1 [H), in precisely the same 
terms as were used in 1899 and 1900, 
busied themselves in disseminating “ writ- 
ten prospectuses” of their society, just as 
was done five and four years ago. One of 
these men was expatinting on tho merits of 
the plan when a Christian who was present 
happened to get hold of a copy which lies 
before me, and is verbally identical with 
another copy obtained by accident else- 
where. Its contents cannot fail to be 
interesting to those concerned in the 
future or reminiscent of the past. It 
begins in the name of “Hung Chun” 
by which term designated either 
naturo as a whole, or according to the 
mythologies the first of divinities who 
announces that on the seventh of the 
soventh moon of the current year the 
Fairy Spirit Niu Lang (the “ Milman” or 
Cowherd of Chinese superstition, fabled 
to meet his celestial bride for ingle 
night only at this date) will begin to 
operate, and all men are to wait upon his 
movements, keoping lamps burning all 
night. Every member of every family, 
old and young, male and female, must 
woar a red strip of cloth about the head 
(just as in 1900) and burn incense three 
times with faces to the south-east. 


Dangerous Superstition. 

During the entire night no-one is 
allowed to sleop, and if any should be 
disobedient, Niu’ Lang would be unable 
to descend to his “altar” to save man- 
kind from their woes. The same cere- 
monies are to be observed on the 15th of 
the 7th moon. From the Ist of the 8th 
moon to the 15th, a full half-moon, no 
one is allowed to eat meat or to drink 
wine. If this rule is violated all thé 
are certain to be 

(“yang jen”), For 
to light any fire, for 
should this be done it will be impossible 
to fend off the guns and cannons of the 
foroigner. 


The Extermination of Foreigners. 

On the ninth of the ninth moon, 
foreigners are to be exterminated root 
and branch (chien ts‘ao ch'u ken). All 
the gods and spirits will then protect all- 
under-heaven which will be peaceful, the 
five grains will be produced in abundance. 
Alll persons are to assist in propagating 
this notification. A single shoot will 
ward off tho calamities of ono individual, 
three copies circulated will ward off ills 
from a whole family, ten sheets will do 
the same for an entire village, so that 
they can all learn the principles of the I 
Ho Tuan, or Harmony Bund. Thirty 
copies of this sheet will inducesupernatural 
manifestations. The notice closes with 
a reminder that the 7th of the 7th moon, 
the 8th of the 8th moon, and the 9th of 
the 9th moon are the dates when fire is 
contra-indicated. In a closing line one 
is informed that the boards on which 
this document is ent are kept in the Jui 
Hsing block-cutting shop, on the west 








































side of the “Yen Shou Monastery street” 
in Poking.

Minor Provisions, 

To each copy the name of the indi- 
vidual who circulates it is appended. In 
every way these openly issued and widely 
scattered circulars are noteworthy. Any- 
one might supposo that five years of 
solar time has been obliterated from the 
general consciousness of the Chinese. 
All the history of the past quadrennium 
goes for loss than nothing. It is some- 
what difficult for any Occidental to 
enter with entire and unreserved sym- 
pathy into the intellectual condition of 
men who issue bills of this sort. The 
attention of the proper authorities has 
been called to the fact.

On the 13th a small U. S. gunboat 
visiced us and anchored for the night a 
little east of Ricky Point. A boat mado 
forthe shore, but the serf was so high that 
a landing was not effected, and the next 
morning she took her conrse eastward, 
making a short stop xt East Ciiff. Tho 
object of the visit was not ascertained, 
Doubtless the American friends would 
have been pleased to welcome the com- 
pany ashore, 

From the Seat of War. 

Some little time ago some of the Man- 
churian missionuries returned to Mukden 
and found no difficulty in entering the 
city. But we understand that neither 
they, should they desire it, nor those who 
have been there all the time and would 
like a change and rest, will bo permitied 
to leave the place. Per contra, four single 
tadivs recently applied to the Jupanese 
authoritivs for p:rmission to go to Lino- 
yang. which was granted at once, and they 
are starting north to-day. We did not 
hear of any restrictions.

* From north of Mukden reliable informa 
ation of rather a puzzling nature has been 
received.

The Duli Season, a 

With the prorogation of Parliament, 
which after all could not be effected till 
Monday, we have been plunged into the 
very depths of the dull season; and 
but for the Russo-Japanese war the news- 
papers would be hard put to it in the 
search for news to fill their columns. ‘The 
King is away at Marionbad, whero the 
Austrian Emperor has paid him that 
return visit which age and. infirmity 
prevented his making in England. Tho 
Prince of Wales is shooting on tho 
Marquis of Ripon’s estates, and fashion- 
able London is as empty as it always is 
at this time of the year. On all hand: 
there aro complaints that the season has 
been a particularly bad one, The Court 
Aressmakers declare that even for the 
“Courts” which have taken the place of 
the old “ Drawing Rooms” at Bucking- 
ham Palace, comparatively few now 
costumes havo been bought, many of the 
ladies appearing in old dresses or borrowed 
finory. Whether it is duo to foroign 
“dumping,” as Mr. Chamberlain would 
have us believe, or to tho effects of 
our recent expenditure of two or 
threo hundrod millions in the South 
African war, as his opponents contend, 
the tightness of money admits of no 
question; and since few have any 
money to mvest there iy no class which 
has suffered more severely than tho 
stockbrokers. 


The Contraband Questi 
‘As yet uo official reply to tho British 
and American protests against Russia's 
interpretation of “contraband ” has beon 
published, but there aro indications that 
it will bo conciliatory iu tone. ‘Tho re- 
cent disastrous defeats sustained by tho 
Port Arthur and Vladivostock Squadrons 
reniler the question of less practical 
importance, but of late tho few war- 
vessels which the Russians have in 
European waters have been acting on an 
ssumed right to search British vessols 
are not even remotely connected 
with the Far Eastern trade; and this has 
been alittle too much for our patience. 
At the moment, however, we are in daily 
expectation of hearing ‘tho news of tho 
fall of Port Arthur, and thero;is no di 
position to harass Russia unduly in the 
midst of her. troubles. 


The Last of the War Correspon- 
dent. 

It is of course possible thas we aro, 
to some extont, misled as to tho 
progross of events, since we aro practi- 
cally dependent upon Japanese sources of 
information. Several of tho newspaper 
correspondents havo already come home, 
finding it impossible to seo anything of 
the war, or to get’auy news of it beyond 
that which comes from Japaneso authori 
ties and which could be obtained by 
their journals just as easily without their 
assistance. On tho whole, I believe, both 
newspapers and newspaper ‘readers’ are 
reconciled to the threatened extinction 
of the war correspondent, for it is 
gonerally recognised that tho Japanese 
iiave acted wisely in their own interests 
in keeping the journalists in the back-

ground. An able and experienced corers- 
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pondent who has just got back tells me, 
too, that the status of the war corres- 
pondent has not beon improved by the 
class of men sent out by some of the 
newspapers—especially the halfpenny 
newspapers—on this occasion. Some of 
them were men absolutely devoid not 
merely of expert knowledge but even of a 
general understanding of military affairs. 
Sonsational telegrams and not illuminating 
criticism or descriptions of battles as seen 
by the trained eyo of the military expert 
wero what their employers wanted. Of 
course my informant did not apply this 
criticism to all the correspondents. 
There are honourable exceptions which 
will occur to everyone. 


Mr. Balfour and the 
Associatior 
‘Tho Prime Minister managed to get 
Parliament prorogued in time to di 
his address as President of the British 
Association at Cambridge on Wednes- 
day. Naturally his address has had to 
bear many comparisons with that de. 
livered by his uncle at the sister Univer- 
sity a few yoars'ago, for Lord Salisbury 
and Mr. Balfour are, I believe, the only 
Prime Ministers or ex-Prime Ministers 
(for Lord Salisbury was'not actually in 
oftico at the time of the Oxford Confer- 
once) who have ever presided over the 
Parliament of Science.” Of course Mr. 
Balfour's was a thoughtful address— 
the address of a cultured student— 
but in a senso tho Prime Minister fell 
between two stools. He was a little 
too profound for the general body 
of dilottantes and not quite pro- 
found enough for the real men of 
science. ‘There is agood deal, too, in the 
point svized upon by Mr. Balfour's political 
oppononts—that in the Prime Mini 
mental equipment the critical faculty is 
altogether superior to the constructive. 
‘he title of his address was “ Refiections 
suggested by the new Theory of Matter.” 
He pointed out how theories held only « 
short time ago to be firmly established 
had boon swept away. He dealt 
ively with tho inconsistencies of scien- 
tific theories of matter; but he came to 
no conclusion himself on theso subjects 
beyond such as was conveyed in the 
“hint” of his own personal opinion that 
“as natural science grows, it leans more 
and not less upon an inter- 
protation of the universe.” In point of 
attondanco and general interest this 
promises to be n particularly successful 
conference of the Association. 


The Case of Adolph Beck. 

It has just beon announced that 
tho Treasury have decided to mako a 
grant of £2,000 to Mr. Adolf Beck as a 
.solatium for his five years’ imprisonment 
for a crime of which he was innocent and 
for his subsequent wrongful conviction. 
Of course Mr. Beck has no legal claim. 
‘The theory of British law does not 
contemplate the possibility of a mi 
carriage of justico—at loast in a criminal 
caso—and this induces the reflection 
that Mr. Bumble was not altogether 
wrong whon he declared that * the law 
is a hass.” Still, when the Treasury 
undertakes to remedy an act of injustice 
in defiance of this principle it should 
do it thoroughly; and in’ the circum- 
stances £2,000. seems a mean sum. It 
was generally oxpected that Beck would 
get about £5,000. Mr. George R. Sims 
is agitating for an inquiry into what he 
describes as a “British Dreyfus caso,” 
and it is to be hoped that he will 
succeed. Of course Mr. Sims's title is 
an exaggeration. There has in this caso 
eon nothing like a national conspiracy 
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to perpetuate an act of injustice ; indeed 
public opinion has been with Beck 
ever since the facts became in any 
degree public property ; but it is difficult 
to avoid the conviction that there was 
some intentional concealment of facts 
which afforded strong presumptive evi 
ence of Beck’s innocence. Beck was sen- 
tenced in 1897 in the belief that he was 
identical with “ Smith,” who was convicted 
of a similar offence nearly twenty years 
before. A handwriting expert was ab- 
solutely positive that all the letters writ- 
ten by the criminal or criminals in the 
two sets of cases were in the samo hand- 
writing. And yet as soon as Beck was a 
convicted prisoner absolute proof was 
forthcoming that ho was not “Smith,” 
for “Smith” was a Jew, and he was not, 











Palmistry and Fortune Telling. 


Prosecutions are now being instituted 
against a number of prominent London 
professional palmists, and some interost- 
ing disclosures as to their method of 
gulling the suspicious people who 
abound among the well-to-do classes are 
being made in the police court proceed- 
ings. Tho”prosecutions are the outcome 
of a crusade against the palmists, under- 
taken by the “Daily Mail”; but on the 
question of how far that journal is 
actuated by lofty and virtuous motives 
some light is thrown by the “ Froo 
Lance,” the journal started by the lato 
Mr.,Clement Scott. The “ Free Lance” 
points out that “Answers,” th 
by means of which the principal pro- 
prietor of the “Daily Mail” founded his 
fortune, keeps a “tame seer” on its 
premises to interpret people's characters 
by their handwritings. Of course he d 
not tell fortunes, and therefore no doubt 
keeps well within the law; but his

Yesterday a deputation of tho East 
India and China Trade section of the 
London Ohamber of Commeroe, with Mr. 
William Keswick, M. P., at their head, 
waited upon the Prime Minister and 
elicited from him a most important de- 
claration of the attitude of the Govern- 
ment in rd to the Russian raids on 
British shipping and the whole question 
of contraband of war. In r to the 
searching of British vessels off the coast of 
Africa by the Smolensk, Mr. Balfour was 
able to give « fairly satisfactory explana. 
tion. This apparent gross vioiatlon of th 
undertaking given by Russia that there 
should be no further harassing of neutral 
pet t ot ie Volunteer Fleet 

naturally given rise to groat indi; 

tion here ; but if the Bassiae explanstion 
isto be oredited, ie ‘ineldecd is due 
rather to blundering incompetence than 
to deliberate breach’ of faith. “It seems 
that the undertaking given by-the Rus- 
sian Goveroment was never made known 
to the Smolensk and Petersburg; and 
now the task of scquainting the 
commanders of these vessels that they 
are to let neutral ships alone has been 
confided to our navy.

British shipowners aro willing to tal 
risks, but when our underwriters demand 
four times the promiums asked by foreign 
underwriters in the caso of foreign shi 
British merchants cannot be blamed 
they go to the foreiga shipper.

Sim,—The Council has received a 
report from the Captain-Superintendent 
of Police stating that Detective-I1 
tor Mascarelli of the French Pol 
made an application at the Louza Police 
Station on the 2nd July for the release 
of a certain native prisoner named Ma 
Teh-fong. Partly as the result of tho 
application, and partly on native security 
which Inspector Mascarelli is stated to 
have obtained for the prisoner, the latter 
was released by the officer-in-chargo of 
the Louza Station. It has since come 
to the Council’s knowledge that this man 
is a well-known bad character, returned 
from deportation, and the action of the 
officer who released him has, therefore, 
formed the subject of a special enquiry. 
In order to ascertain all the facts be: 
ing on the case, I am directed to requi 
that you may be good enough to ascertain 
for what reasons and on what auth 
Inspector Mascarelli intervened in th 
matter ; it is particularly advisable that 
information should be oblained as to 
whether he was acting under instructions 
or upon his own responsibility. In the 
latter caso, it appears to the Council 
that his action is open to serious objec- 
tion, especially if, as it is stated, he is 
personally connected with relatives of 
the prisouer, Ma Teh-fong. The latter 
since his release has escaped from the 
Settlement and cannot be re-captured.

man who iwas convicted to two years! 
imprisonment by the Mixed Court. This 
man has now made a written- statement, 
a copy of which I enclose, from which 
you will seo that Inspector Muscarelli 
and his native assistant are practically 
responsible for the heavy punishment 
which has fallen upon an innocent mai 
Under the circumstances, it is the opi 
ion of the Council that the action of these 
men should be regarded as a serious mat- 
ter, and the finding of your Council in 
the matter will no doubt have effect as 
regards the future treatment of the

Sm,—On the 9th instant an official 
letter was addressed to the Secretary of 
the French Council, and on the 16th 
instant a further communication, both 
having reference to the caso in’ which 
Inspector Mascarelli of the French Police 
was instrumental in obtaining the release 
of a native prisonor named Ma Teh-fong. 
As the result of the Inspector’s action, 
and that of a native detective named 
Wang, who accompanied him, a native 
shop-owner in the Canton Road was in- 
duced to give security for the prisoner. 
This man has sinco been sentenced by 
the Mixed Court to two years’ imp: 
mont, and is now at the Isolation Hospital 
under treatment for illness undoubtedly 
caused by his arrest and conviction. ‘Tho 
Couneil has no doubt that the shop-owner 
in question is innocent of everything but 
a technical offence, and that Inspector 
Masoarelli is directly and solely: respon- 
sible for the releaso of Ma Teh-fong. 
Under the circumstances, it appears to 
the Council a matter of simple justice 
that the matter should be immediately. 
and fully sifted, and that, ifthe native 
shop-owner is innocent, he should be 
released ; before anything can be done, 
however, the result of the French 
Council's onquiries into the case must bo 
forthcoming, and I have therefore the

Six,—On my return yesterday from a!

me, concerning the affair of Mr. Masear- 
relli, and I hasten to reply thereto. 

‘The Municipal Comeil of the French 
Settlemant, having uo authority whatso- 
ever over the Police, could naturally not 
take up such a question with you, which 
fact explains the di jich “has ocenr- 
red in the matter. 

From the verbal enquiry instituted by 
myself, it would appear that fasear- 
elli acted in his private capacity in tak- 
ing steps to obtain tho release, under 
security, of the Chinaman, Ma Teh-fong, 
his brother-in-law; and as the Freuch 
vil Code permits every solvent French 
citizon to offer himself as socurity, the 
action of Mr, Mascarelli and the re- 
presentations which he made to the Po- 
lice of the Foreign Settlement to obtain 
the release on scenrity of Ma Teh-fong, 
appear to be perfectly legal and unact- 
ionablo under any Article of tho said 
Code. 

‘As to the action of the native Inspect- 
or Wang vis-i-vis the Chinamau who con- 
sonted to serve as security for Ma Teh- 
fong, I have not been able to obtain any 
proof that this Police officer used the 
slightest intimidation or threat in the 
matter.

under the terms of tho recent British 
‘Treaty with China.—These Regulationis aro 
to come into force on the 23rd October 
next. Theso Regulations were printed and 
forwarded to members as promptly as 
possible. The covering letters received 
from Mr. Jamieson, and also the Regula- 
tions, were sent to the local Press to pub- 
lish for the information of all concerned. 
L would like to mention here that I con- 
sider, that we—the Shanghai General 
Chamber of Commerce—are much indebt- 
eilto the British Minister forhis courtesy 
in informing us of tho position, for other- 
wise we shonld have been quite ignorant, 
This registration question has naturally 
created a very considerable amontt of 
interest and some consternation, at the 
suddenness of its arrival. It has been 
difficult in so short a time for a busy 
community to grasp and digest the 
situation and the possibilities thu 























brought about. On Friday last, as the 
result of a mesting of your Committee, we 
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decided to wire to Sir Ernest Satow ask- 
ing that he would use his influence to 
bring about a postponement, for six 
months, of the coming into force of the 
Regulations. The reason that we, a Cham- 
ber representing a cosmopolitan commer- 
cial community, addressed our request dir- 
ect to the British Minister, was, that he is 
the Representative of the first Power to 
embody an article regarding the protection 
of trade-marks in a Troaty with China. 
‘The message we sent had the support of 
the American, the German, and the China 
Associations. The reply received through 
the British Commercial Attaché is as 
follows:— 
Offico of the Commerical Attaché to 
H.M?s Legation—China. 
Shanghai, 19th September, 1904. 
Sm,—I have the honour to ‘acknow- 
ledge the receipt of your communication 
of the 17th instant, asking me to tele- 
graph to His Majesty's Minister that, in 
tho opinion of the Shanghai General 
Chamber of Commerce and of the various 
Associations who supported that letter, 
it would be desirable to postpone the 
coming into force of tho Provisional 
Regulations, governing the registration 
of trade marks, for another six months. 
In reply I heg to state that Sir Ernest 
Satow informs me that, were your 
Chamber to put o¢fore him in writing 
the points, which yon hold equi 
consideration, and give your views on 
each, he would find himself in a better 
position to formulate a request to the 
Chineso Government in the sense in- 
dicated, did it appear to him that 
circumstances warranted him in ad- 
Grossing them again on the subject.

On receipt of that letter I con- 
sulted with my Committee and sugge 
that weshould ask the British Commercial 
Attaché to attend to-day, to give us such 
information as he might consider, from 
his official position, he was ' com- 
petent to give.

Tamieson for kindly responding to onr 
invitation. After he has addressed you I 
would invite discussion on any points 
that you may desire to put before the 
Committee.—A full statement of your 
views before this meeting, will fulfil the 
object for which it was, in the first 
instance, called. We can then decide what 
further action this Chamber should take. 
We have engaged the sorvices of a re- 
porter to take a full report of this meet- 
ing, which will in due course, be forward- 
ed to all members of the Chamber, 























Mr. J. W.  Jastesox—Mr. Chai 
man, Gentlemen of the Committee, and 
members of the Shanghai General 


Chamber of Commerce.—You have heen 
convened this afternoon for the purpose 
of discussing a legislative enactment of 
the Chinese Government drawn up as th 
outcome of the Treaty obligations they 
have recently incurred towards Great 
Britain, the United States, and Japan. 
You have been informed that the sudden- 
ness of its institution has caused some 
consternition, and to judge from the 
tone of the remarks of certain members 
of the Chamber who have done me the 
honour to consult me, the proposal 
would appear to have created a cer- 
tain amount of undue excitement. In 
fact hints have been thrown out that this 








isa deep-laid conspiracy to upset foreign 
trade in China. The responsibility for 
perpetrating such an outrage is variously 
laid at the doors of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, the Ministers in Peking, the 
British Treaty Commissioners, and of 
your humble servant, the Commercial 
‘Attaché. It is therefore in the first 
place my duty to try and lay before you 
a succinct statement of how these Pro- 





being. The initiators of this measure 
are none of the parties, exalted or other- 
wise, above-mentioned, but purely and 
simply such members of this Chamber as 
incited their Governments to insert 
in the new Treaties with China some 
provision for the protection of trade 
mark rights. Believing that it was the 
jeore desire of those concerned to 
some such protection the re- 

saw

spective Governments addressed, 
to it that effect was given to this 





desir. It may be taken for 
granted that the Chinese Government is 
not over anxious to contract new Treaty 
obligations, and one of the commonest 
taunts thrown in the teoth of those who 
had anything to do with the British 
‘Treaty is “when is any provision of your 
much-bragged: about Treaty coming into 
force?” When then, gentlemen, after 
careful deliberation, and previous’ warn- 

the Chinese Government do make up 
their minds to give effect to Article VII 
of a Treaty signed two years ago, it is 
somewhat surprising, to say the least of 
it, to be told that such action on their 
art is viewed with consternation. If a 
rehaut sends home a firm order for 
goods to be delivered say, ten months 
hence, he can hardly complain, if in due 
course he is drawn against for the full 
invoice value. 

The first steps taken by the Chinese 
Government to carry out Article VIL 
were to instruct the Deputy Inspector- 
Geueral of Customs, and two Commis- 
sioners to draft registration rules. 
Theso rules were, by order of the 
Inspector-General, submitted to me 
February last, and I called a repro- 
ntative meeting of British importers to- 
|gother to discuss them. ‘They were drawn 
up in English, were complicated in phraseo- 
logy, and were in many respects open to 
objection. After they had been referred 
to the powers that be, nothing more was 
heard of the matter, until in June the 
Chineso Foreign Otfice communicated to 
the British, American and Japanese 
Ministers a copy of the present regula- 
tions in Chinese. They invited observa. 
tion thereon with as little delay as 

le, and Sir Ernest Satow in forwarding 
em to me for comment, stated that, as 
they were provisional in character, and 
constituted the first step towards the at- 
tainment of a very desirable object, he 
was not propated to criticise them in a 
carping spirit while he at the samo 


















































recognised the necessity of 
eliminating any provisions which 
seemed likely to prove burdensome 
or impracticable. It was in such 


& spirit, therefore, that I requested 
asecond meeting of British importers, 
convened by me, to discuss them. Their 
recommendations were at once passed on, 
and after correspondence with the 
Chinese Government, in part adopted. 
I.may say that atthe same time I in- 
formed the Minister that in my opinion 
their elasticity was a strong point in their 
favour, seeing that they would necessarily 
have to be interpreted by Chinese Courts. 
Now, therefore, when the Chinese 
Government propose, after having con- 
sulted those concerned, to put these 
Regulations into force, it would be in-

vidious to meet them with fresh objec- 
tions. As you will"have gathered from 
the telegram, in answer to the request of 
your Committee for a postponement of 
the coming into force of the Regula. 
tions, Sir Ernest Satow is not dispo: 
to put forward an application of this. 
kind unless it ean be demonstrated to 
him that there are cogent reasons for 
sadoing. There is no desire not to 
the views of merchants, as 
far as it may be possible to do so, 
but it would serve no useful 
purpose to put forward anything but 
serious contentions. And, gentlemen, 
from what Ihave heard in the course of 
the last few days, I am disposed to think 
that the rules have not been considered 
with impartiality, nor perused with a 
desire to dwell on'the many good points 
they undoubtedly contain. What seoms 
to have been immediately pounced upon 
is the scale of fees, and that looms so 
large in’ the minds of members that all 
other considerations have been left out 
of account. It does not appear to have 
occurred to those who feal aggrieved that 
what yon have demanded, and what you 
have received, is Protection, in Capital 
letters, and ‘to Protection, Registra- 
tion is a necessary corollary. I am 
even told that members are perfectly 
satisfied with the protection they lave 
hitherto enjoyed. IL do not think that 

















this view is shared by those firms 
who, at great expenditure of money 
and’ of time, have had to contest 


their rights in the Mixed Court 
at Shanghai. What ‘measnee of pro- 
tection they would have obtained up 
country may well be left to the imagina- 
tion, 

As to protection then, may I ask in 
what espect does Rule 21 leave any thing 
to he desired? Let me read it to you, 

21.—The undermentioned offences are 
punishable with imprisonment up to one 
year, and a fine not exceeding Tis, 300, 
but ‘judgment can only be g von in a 
suit instituted by the party aggrieved. 

(a) Any attempt to uso a similar class 
of goods, or to imitate a registered trade 
mark, belonging to another party, or to 
offer the samo for sale. 

(b) To imitate a teade mark, or apply 
it to a similar class of goods, ér knowingly 
to soll such goods, or have the samy on 
the premises for purposes of safe. 

(c) To use an imitation of a trade 
mark as a “chop,” or to employ it for 
purposes of advertishment. 

(a) Knowingly to use packages or 














"| wrappers bearing the registered trade 


mark of others. for the same class of 
goods, or kuowingly to offer the same 
for sale. 

(@) To import goods, being well aware 
of the fact that they infringe the trade 
mark rights of others. 

Another vital point which has been 
overlooked is the full protection accorded 
to existing rights. It was certainly 
never the intention of the British Govern- 
ment or their advisers to put their 
uationals ina worse position than they 
were in before the Troaty was drafted, 
and for such rights they have securod 
full protection. I will now read you Rule 
8 (0):— z 

8—Trade marks which infringe the fol- 
lowing conditious cannot be registered: 

(c) Marks already registered, or marks 
resembling, or of the same nature us, 
marks, which for over two years prior to 
the application for cegistration, have 
been publicly used in Chiua or, have 
covered a similar class of goods. 

‘This means that any mark in use prior 
to the signature of the British Treaty is 
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absolutely protected from imitation on 
the part of anybody. 

Mr. J. N. JAMEsoN—Without registra- 
tion ? 

Mr. J. W. Jamteson—Without registra- 
tion. I think thereading of therule in ques- 
tion is quite clear. I have gone carefully 
over the rule in Chinese, and this Eug- 
lish is a very clear and accurate render- 
ing of the Chinese. A third point which 
has been mate much of by the con- 
scientious objector, is that registra- 
tion facilitates the pirating of marks. 
‘That may or may not be the case, 
but, if it be, then the trade mark legisla- 
tion of all couutries suffers from the same 
defect. I do not, however, think that 
registration in Hongkong, where similar 
conditions, to those in Cina prevail, has 
led to any wholesale pirating. It has 
also been completely forgotten that 
in a country where extraterritoriality 
obtains, all that the Government can do 
is to protect the stranger within its 
gates against an infringement of his 
rights, on the part of their own nationals. 
‘They cannot legislate for non-Chinese 
and yet even here they have done their, 
best to secure as full a measure of protec- 
tion as possible. A merchant of Timbuc- 
too may at any time import, as far as the 
Chinese Government is concerned, goods 
with a fraudulent mark on them and sell 
them in China, The only redress that 
the aggrieved party has against him per- 
sonally is to sue him in his own courts 
somewhere in the remote sands of 
the Sahara, but any Chinese who 
would venture to handle such goods 
can be severely punished. ‘Now, 
gentlemen, under existing conditions, 
what can China do more? She distinctly 
states under Rule 21 that anyone, being 
a Chinese, who undertakes to sell goods: 
with o fraudulent trade mark will be 
punised by the Chinese Government. 
They cannot do more than punish the 
Chinese importer, but they undertake to’ 
protect the rights of foreigners in that] 
way. Complete and effectual protection 
against everybody can only be secured 
by such arrangements as Great Britain has 
with France, Germany and Italy for mutual 
application in China of their domestic 
trade marks legislation. Such a con- 
summation, desirable as it is, must, how- 
ever, take time to achieve. I must 
explain here that that Convention is 
the outcome of negotiations which 
the British Government has carried 
on with the principal trading nations of 
the world during the last four 8. Its 
object is to secure in China that 
mutual protection for their subjects which 
they would enjoy as residents in each 
other’s countries. Thus a British subject 
infringes the mark of an Italian subject. 
In the terms of the Agreement that Ita- 
lian can proceed against that Bri 
subject in the British Consular Court and 
can obtain satisfaction. He would have 
the same protection here as he would 
have against the man in Great Britain 
itsolf. Unfortunately, however, only 
























































three nations have so far come into this! 


arrangement. 

To sum up, I think there has been too 
touch hasty jumping at conclusions. 
‘There is absolutely no necessity to ex- 
pend large sums of money in register- 
ing marks or chops which were in 





public uso in China when the 
Treaty was framed; it is the new-, 
comer who has todo this, Holders of 





established marks in fact enjoy a greater 


measure of protection under these rules! 


‘than they would have under the legisla- 
tion of other countries. Nor need the 
new-comer be in a hurry, In torms of 


Supplementary Regulation No. 26 ho has, 





six months within which to complete 
registration, and there is no need 
therefore for him to be rushed. The 
rules cannot be expected to provide for 
every contingency; they are, after all, 
only provisional and can be- amended as 
found necessary. I would therefore 
deprecate what Sir Ernest calls carping 
criticism, md would ask you to let these 
rules have a fair trial and to bear in 
mind that whatever anomalies, not of 
vital import, which yon may find 
therein, are due to the fact that the 
Chinese Government are legislating 
primarily for Chinese as far as regis 
tration is concerned, while at the 
same time doing their best for foreign 
interests as far as protection is con- 
cerned. - I hold no brief either personally 
or on behalf of my superiors for the rules 
as they stand, but as they have been 
drawn up tentatively after due considera 
tion with the representatives of three of 
the great nations trading with China, I 
venture to hope that you will agree with 
me in holding that the case for post- 
ponement must be a strong one before 
one can reasonably call upon the authori- 
ties at Peking to be at the trouble of 
opening up the whole question again. I 
may add that since the rules have been 
published, certain minor puints have been 
brought to my notice and that these 
were forwarded by me to my Minis- 
ter some days ago. I thought them 
worthy of consideration, and such as might 
reasonably be put before the Chinese 
Foreign Office aud placed on record in 
the rules. Oue was an addition to Article 
10 at the end, of the words “which 
will then be granted.” Another was in 
Article 23, to add “ the payment of such 
fees entitles the applicant to have hismark 
registered in each class, or sub-class, should 
he so desire, and includes the issue of 
a certificate in respect of such 
registration.” Now we come to the 
detailed Rules No. 1. This ys 
“all applications must be made in 
the Chineso language.” It is suggested 
to add to this “Foreign applications 
may be made in the English languago| 
only.” An addition was also suggested 
to Detailed Rule No 13 in terms of 
which the necessity of furnishing a block 
of marks registered abroad, should be 
dispensed with. These alterations wore 
suggested, I believe, by the Deutsche 
Vereinung; they were handed to me 
by the German Vice-Consul as favour- 
ed by himself and that association. 
He asked me to give them my support 
and I sent them forward with an oxpros- 
sion of my own views on the subject, and 
Timagine they will be favourably ‘con- 
sidered. One other suggestion hag been 
made: that in Article 14 there should be 
inserted a ‘sentence to the effect that the 
Registrar shall be assisted by an expert 
Assessor. I did not fool justified in re- 
commending that suggestion, because I 
think the question of an Assessor may. 
well be left to the Chinese Government 
themselves. Experts are difficult to ob- 
tain and if the handling of these rules is 
to be in the care of the Customs, we 
may as well leave it to them as to anyone 
else. 

I don’t know whether I have succeeded 
in explaining to you the purport of 
these Regulations, and will conclude 
by stating that I propose to leave 
for the capital on Monday next, 
where I shall have the fullest opportunity 
of laying your views before my own 
or any other Minister in person. As I 
understand that any farther speakers: 
must address themselves to the Committee 
might I ask you, Mr. Chairman, to 
give me permession to clear up in the| 



































course of discussion any points which I 
may not have made perfectly clear. * 

‘The HarRM4N—Wo aro all much oblig- 
ed to Mr. Jamieson for his kindness in 
giving us the benefit ‘of his remarks. I 
note that Mr. Jamieson says that holders 
of old marks will have a greater protec- 
tion under these Rules, when they come 
into foreo than they have now. That being 
80, is eminently satisfactory (hear, hear). 
We have had some serious doubts on 
that point, and so far as I, and many 
of us, have been able to digest these 
Regulations we have hardly come to that 
conclusion. As these Regulations seem 
in one or two places to be contradictory, 
we thank Mr. Jamieson for the assurance 
that the holders of old marks will, under 
these Regulations when they come into 
force, be in a better position than before, 
I should now like to hear from members 
auy opinions or suggestions they hive 
come propared to make, and 1 am sure I 
can assure Mr.Jamieson that any criticism 
will not be brought forward in a carping 
spirit. 

Mr. J. L. Scort—I_am sure wé are all 
united in thanking Mr. Jamiéson for his 
explanation of these Provisional Regula- 
tions. There are oue or two points, 
which after careful perusal on my part, 
seem to me of much importance, and 
which he has not touched on; and’ with 
your permission I should like to put 
them before you for discussion later on. 
I am afraid perhaps that my remarks 
may be a little lengthy, but I have made 
them asclear and concise as Iean, and I 
think it will be better if I read what I 
have to 

Before beginning I may romark that 
the British Treaty with China, 1902, 
provides for the protection of trade- 

‘ost infringement by. Chineso 
\bjects, and it is only concerning such 
infringement that the Regulations: have 
to be considered. It must also be borne 
in mind that in criticising the Regulations 
one is placed at a disadvantage by not 
boing in possession of the code by which 
these Regulations will be interproted, 
This code, it is understood, has not yot 
been compiled. Tho disadvantages to 
foreigners of having the head office at 
Poking are very groat, owing to its 
inaccessibility and the consequent. delay 
which must inevitably arise in tho 
decision of all questions referred to the 
Registrar. ‘The most suitable placo 
for tho head office must appear un- 
questionably to be Shanghai, the port 
of entry for the bulk of imports and the 
contre of foreign trade. Assuming tho 
head office to be at Shanghai, tho 
necessity for branch offices almost coasos 
to oxist—in fact, it may be reasonably 
held that ono office only is preferable, 




































provided always that that office 
is at Shanghai. Most of the Tion- 
tsin trade is on similar lines 





to Shanghai, and is likely to remain so, 
at any rate for many yéars, and there 
would appear to be no good reason for 
the establishment of three offices as pro- 
vided for in the Regulations, ncessitating 
as it does the duplicating of all documents, 
involving time and money to the person 
registering, as well as to the trade-marks 
authorities. The cost of. maintaining 
these three establishments is reflected in 
the scale of charges, which will be refer- 
red to later on. Considering the largo 
trade done in the South of China, I 
wonder why Canton was not added to tho 
list of branch offices. 

Tho establishment of one registry at 
Shanghai only would obviate the -neces- 
sity of duplicato applications and duplicate 














memoranda attached to the same, 
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Tho clauses dealing with the procedure 
to be followed in regard to applications 
found to-.be in order, appear to be 
contradictory. Regulation 5 apparently 
provides for an interval of six months 
betwoon the time when an application is 
found to be in order, and the time when 
rogistration is proceeded with. This inter- 
val is to allow of protests being entered. 

Detailed Rule 13, on the other hand, 
provides that on an application being 
found to be in order, registration at 
once ensues, and the applicant pays 
his fees and hands in tho block of his 
trade-mark, which latter, in accordance 
with Regulation 18 and Rule 14 is 
forwarded to the Head Oflico at the end of. 
the current month, to appear, presum- 
ably, in the next month’s issue of the 
“Gazette.” It would be useful to have 
the correct interpretation of the two 
élauses referred to—in tho meantime it 
seems to me that persons desiring to pro- 
test would, in the ordinary courso of 
events, not be aware of tho necessity of 
doing ‘so until the print of the mark 








applied for had appeared in the “Gazette.” 
It would seom desirable that Rule 13 
jonld read somewhat as follows:—“If an 
“application is in ordor, the applicant will 
“po duly informed. On receipt of such 
“notice, the applicant will, within a given 
“timo fixed by tho Registrar, return the 
“notice, and hand in a block’ of his trade 
“mark, If after a period of six months no 
“protest shall have been made, registration 
“ghall be proceeded with, and the appli- 
“cant shall pay his fees on being notificd 
“by the Registrar.” 

Regulation 5 would then require no 
alteration. 

In tho caso of now marks the con- 
tingency is' rather a romote ono, and 
applicants will probably havo no cause 
for complaint, but in regard to similar 
marks: already in uso it is open to 
ion whether the registration of the 
or similar ‘marks by moro than 
one applicant is fair or reasonable. There 
aro many marks in use in Shanghai to-day 
which bear a very close resomblance to 
ono another. One mark porhaps is 
registered, the others have been used for 
a longer or shorter period, and their use 
is oither known and permitted, or it may 
not be known. 

Would it not be fairer in such a case 
to grant registration to the owner of the 
mark registered in a foreign country, and 
tonone of the others, than to register 
thom all ? 

Again, in tho caso of similar marks 
none of which are registored in a foreign 
country, would it not be preferable to 
grant Tegistration only to the user who 
could establish priority and to deny 
registration to others? 

Tt would: seem that on the one hand 
the applicant’ has good grounds for pro- 
ference, while on the other his claim 
to registration rests merely on his being 
the first com 

How far this point may be covered by 
Regulation. 13 it is impossible to say 
until the code is compiled defining the 
basis on which’ claims to cancellation 
must rest. 

Prior use of a mark for two years givos 
the: proprietor the right over all comers, 
and under Regulation 8 (c) such marks will 
not be granted registration on the applica- 
tion of any: other party. ‘The Regulation 
says “camnot be registered” but it may be 
taken forgranted that the meaningis “ can- 
not be registered by anyone but the party 
showing his prior right, based on two 
years’ use.” This question of priority, 
carrying.with it protection, has ap- 
parently. been differontly viewed by 
different readers of the Regulations. To 























some it appears quite plain that tho 
wording of the Regulations secures per- 
manent protection to the owners of 
marks such as describod in Clause 8 (c) 
without its being incumbent on them to 
register now or at any future time, i.e., 
Priority of use constitutes protection in 
perpetuity free of all obligation to 
comply with tho ordinary terms of re- 
gistration. Again, the necessity for 
the code forces itself upon one, to 
determine a disputed point, but spoaking 
with all deference to tho above opinion, 
it is dificult to believe, viewing the 





Regulations as a whole and claiming! 


ouly a reasonable interpretation of their 
clauses, that tho above opinion will prove 
to be the correct one. 

Regulation 1 states that exclusive right 
to a trade mark is conditional on regi 
tration in accordance with the Rules and 
Regulations, and no distinction between 
old and new marks is made or even 
implied. 

Regulation 13 affords a very reasonable 
period of threo years for owners of 
established marks to obtain redress for 
infringement, but, if established marks 
sre entitled to perpetual protection, the 
object of tho three years’ limit in which 
to lodge a protest is not apparont. 

In Regulation 9 exclusive rights in any 
trade mark, whethor registered abroad or 
in China, lapse after a period of 20 years 
unless renewed in accordance With Regula- 
tion 10, and there is nothing in these 
clauses 'to justify tho inference that 
renewai at home takes the place of re- 
newal in China. 


Supplomentary Regulation 26 makes 
provision for the registration in China of 
trade marks already registered abroad. 
If it is assumod that trade marks regi 
terod abroad do not reqniro registration 
in China, this provision is superfluous, and 
the same may be said of Detailed Rule 9. 
It may, of course, be argued that these 
provisions are necessary in order to enable 
applicants to registermarks in China’ which 
aro already registered abroad, should they 
elect to do so, without any compulsion 
in tho matter being omployed, but it may 
ly be «dssumed, in answer to this 
argument, that if protection without 
registration is assured, the alternative, 
involving heavy expenditure, is hardly 
likely ‘to be chosen and need not be 
reckoned with, 

As further showing the necessity to re- 
gister all marks to which exclusive rights 
aro claimed or desired, Supplementary 
Regulation 27 states clearly that marks 
formerly protected by proclamation will 
cease to enjoy that protection unless re- 
gistration be made within six months 
of the opening of the Registration Office. 

‘Mr. Jamtzsox—Allow me to interrupt 
for one moment. Yon may not be aware 
that a great many Chinese firms’ marks are 
registered locally by local proclamation 
and I read the rulos as being 
primarily intended for Chinese, this ap- 
plies to Chinese and not to foreign- 
ers. I think that explanation may tend 
to clear up tho roading of that rule. 

Mr. Scort—This Regulation 27 seems 
to indicate even more clearly than any of 
the. other Regulations the intentions 
underlying them, viz.,that all trade marks, 
if claimed to be the exclusive pro- 
perty of any individual, firm or 
corporate body, mnst be registered, as 
protection will not he continued even to 
those marks in respect of which the 
Chinese authorities are cognisant, and 
for which they have received ’ fees. 
The British Trade Marks Act, 1883-1888, 
Section 103, Par. 1, says :—* Arrange- 
ments with foreign States for the mutual

person who has applied for protection 
for any invention, design, or trade mark, 
shall be entitled to registration of his 
{design or trade mark in priority of other 
applicants.” Par. 3. says:—* The ap- 
plications for the registration of a trade 
mark under this section must be made in 
thesamemanneras ordinary applications.” 
I believe it to be a fact that in no 
country in Europe or elsewhere can per- 
manent protection be claimed for a trade 
mark unless it be registered in accor- 








‘danca with the laws of that country, arid 


why should the contrary be expected of 
China? The concluding clause of the 
British Treaty with the United States for 
the protection of trade marks, 24th Oct. 
1877, reads:—* It is understood that any 
person who desires to obtain the af 
said protection must fulfil the formalities 
required by the laws of the respective 
countries.” 

The question whether the proposed 
fees are reasonable or otherwise entirely 
dopends on the decision of the point we 
have just been considering. If it were 
only necessary to register new mark, the 
foes, though high compared with England 
or France, are moderate when compar- 
jed with the scale charged in the United 
States, but even then some of the items 
charged are perhaps open to criticism. 

A comparison of the English scale may 
in the first instance be useful.

It will be noted that the English sealo 
makes registration very cheap, and it is 
only when it is sought to prove that a 
registered mark is not in ordor, or to 
appeal to the Board of Trade against a 
decision of the comptroller, that the feos 
are slightly in excess of the Chineso 
scale. ‘To continue. On the assumption 
that marks registered abroad must bo 
registered here, tho cost per mark would 
bo as follows :-—

In addition to this it must be remem- 
bered that it would probably be necessary 
to spend several’ half-hours at Tl. 1 each 
searching the registers, the result of 
which might’ be a refusal to grant 
registration, followed by an application 
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for reconsideration of ruling, costing

Tt may be remarked hero that those 
who hold that registration of registered 
marks is unnecessary would undoubtedly 
find their marks registered by others, 
owing to the registration office not being 
in possession of the necessary data 
preventing such registrations. 

‘An application for cancelment would 
cost'the rightful owner ‘ls. 30 for each | 
occasion of infringement which, in the , 
end, would be much moro expensive than 
registration, and entail endless worry | 
and annoyauee, The fee for cancelment | 
has probably been made: the same as for | 
registration for this reason. | 

‘The foo of Tis. 20 for transfer of part- | 
nership rights seems unnecessarily heavy; | 
alterations in partnerships are so froquent | 
both with foreigners and Chinese, and | 
sometimes, owing to death, so unforeseen | 
that very serious expenditure would be | 
involved in following out these provisions. | 
Tho English scale provides, like the 
Chinese, for a separate fee for rogistra- 
tion, and, or application to register, buttho 
reason for this is not apparent, and it 
would seem that the application fee 
should be charged only where, for any 
reason, registration does not follow. If 
registration is granted, the registration 
feo in the Chinese scalo, ls. 30, is amply 
high enough to justify dispensing with 
the other at Tis. 5. ‘The charge for 
copies of documents may or may not be 
reasonable; it depends upon whether one 
isobliged to have certain documents cop’ 
‘or whether it is only on special occasions 
that the necessity woul! arise. Tho 
charge for a fresh certificate (Tis. 10) 
to replaco one that has beon lost seems 
excessive, involving as it would a very 
small amount of clerical work and being 
ike a copy of document, ‘Tis. 2. 

Generally speaking it would seem from 
1a consideration of the seal of fees that it 
has been compiled with tle cost of three 
establishments in view, and possibly also 
with an eyo to revenue. As regards 
the first the expense appears to 
be unnecessary, and tho threo establish- 
ments undesirable, and as regards the 
second if such an idea exists it is unwise 
and calculated to defeat its own end. 
‘A moderate scale of feos would encourage, 
registration to the benefit of all; the pre- 
sent scale will certainly discourage it, for 
although there are some marks which 
perhaps the owners cannot afford to risk 
losing, there aro many others which may 
bo used for quite a short term of years 
and for trades which are constantly 
changing. In these latter cases the 
fees appear excessive. It is not clearly 
stated whether the registration fee of TIs. 
80 covers registration under one only, or 
allclasses It is desirable that this 
should be made clear. 

‘A point of importance also is the 
Registrar himself ; is he to be a Chinaman 
ora foreigner? It is obvious that he 
ought to be the latter, employed by the 
Customs and an expert. 

‘The Regulation says, that the courts 
concerned “will in case of infringement 
afford all necessary protection.” 
sumably this is a freo translation and 
moans that redress. must be sought in 
the courts concerned. China cannot im- 
pose obligations on foreign Powers. Thé 
Jast point to which I would draw at- 
tention is the rule that all applications 
must be made in tho Chinese language, 
which I think is arbitrary and unfair. 
‘When commercial intercourse between 
foreigners and the Government, say, as 
represented by the Customs is. carried 
on in English as being the universal 
commercial language, why should

this department be one exception, and 
for what good purpose? Looking at the 
commercial man’s total ignorance of 
Chinese, this would place him at the 
merey of his translator, and one can 
easily see what misunderstandings and 
complications might arise between this 
man’s idea of what is meant, and the

‘Mr. Jasrzsox—I said there wore one 
or two subsequent-recommendations made 
to me, which I had put forward, and 
this is one of them. 

‘Mr. Scort—That is all Ihave to re- 
mark.

Mr. C. Setsy Moore—Mr. Scott has 
ably put before us detailed criticisms 
with regard to the question of registra- 
tion and so far as they go we shall most 
of usagree with him.

A Member—Quite right. 

Mr. C. Broversex—I think Mr. Scotts 
lengthy explanation has shown fully that 
wo have a sufticiont reason to ask for six 
months to elapse before these trade- 
marks registration rules come into force, 
and I beg to propose that a further re- 

eated request be sent to the Bri 
finister to oblige this Chamber by 
bringing forward its request for delay. 
Ts might bo well to frame the roquest as 
shortly and concisely as possible, and I 
propose, therefore, that a small sub- 
committee be elected to prepare tho 
answer to Sir Ernest Satow’s letter in 
time for Mr. Jamieson's departure 
for the capital. I may add that I fully 
agree with Mr. Scott and do not think 
that Mr. Jamieson’s explanation of Rule 
8 (c) is the correct one. I do not see, if 
is means what Mr. Jamicson says it doos, 
why it does not say simply “ marksalrendy 
rogistered,” which would make it por- 
fectly secure. The Regulation goes on to 
say “all marks, which for two years prior 
to the application for registration have 
{boon publicly used in China, or havo 
covered a similar class of goods.” That 
means we have to apply for registration 
of marks wo already use, and I cannot 
see the Regulation in the senso that 
Mr. Jamieson wants to put into it, as the 
| meaning attached to it by the Chinese 
Government. If Mr. Jamieson can 
‘give us a definite assurance that is 
what the Regulation means we can 
be well satisfied with that and with the 
whole of the Regulations. I beg to 
repeat my proposal that a sub-committee 
be elected toframo tho proposals to be 
submitted to the British Minister. 

Sir Cuates Dupczox—I do not pro- 
pose to occupy the time of the meeting 
latany length. Iam in agreoment with 
| Mr. Brodersen that it is desirable that 
‘time be given for looking into all 
these Regulations, because itis 
desired by most of us to refer 
these Regulations to our firms and 
people at home, and we hays no opportu- 
| nity of doing so by the date at present 

fixed for the coming into force of 
{the Regulations. I cannot follow Mr. 
Scott all through his long argument, but 
‘on one point certainly I agree with him ; 















































‘the fees I certainly think are unreason- 
able. In regard to the rest I am in 
agreement with Mr. Jamieson as regards 
the interpretation of Regulation 8 (c). 
It is plain English to me, when it 
says that any mark you have had 
in uso for two years cannot be registered 
by anyone elsc. Another point which I 
think Mr. Jamieson has dealt with is Rule 
21 which gives protection in a way that 
it is not given, as far as my knowledge 
goes, inany othor country. It says that 
Chinese who are found in possession of 
goods with marks which aro imitations of 
registered marks or to which we have any 
of us a prior right, shall be subject to 
punishment. F don’t think that that pro- 
isi in the regulations of any 
I think it quite reason- 
able that a Committee be formed to dis- 
cuss the details of these Regulations, 
but I must say I do not think the Re- 
gulations, as they stand, form an ill- 
considered set of Regulations, but aro 
wory favourable to our wishes and to thoso 
who wished to obtain registration hore, I 
may say one word porhaps as a member of 
the China Association, with which I have 
been associated for twelve or fourtoen 
years. It has been one‘of our endeavours 
to get protection for trade-marks and 
that can only be done by obtaining rogis- 
tration. Biz Jamieson told yoa he fae 
already called two meetings of British 
importers to discuss the Regulations with 
him, and I'am inclined to suggest that it 
would havo been bettor had Me.

To the Editor of the 
Nonra-Curma Danny News, 

Srm,—Thore wore two specially thought- 
ful editorials in the “News” of this 
week. Both referred to the futuro and 
present of Shanghai. One improssed 
upon the fathers of the city the duty of 
conserving the river ; the other that 
the civil authorities should not longer 
deprive the residents of the conveniences 
of tramways.” 

All know how difficult it is to begin an 
important work when China is to act con- 
jointly with foreign governments, and 
hence there is some excuse for the delay 
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in the undertaking to conserve the river 


to the protection and advancement of | Ge 


Shanghai’s commerce. But so far as it 
is now known the beginning of that 
necessary work is as uncertain -as if 
there were no calendar. Your appeal, 
therefore, to the fathors of th city not 
to live for thonselves alone, but to re- 
member that Shanghai was not built for 
a day, ought to touch a sentiment that 
will not tolerate this repeated procras- 
tination. ‘Tho river is continually filling 
up ; s00n it will be a shallow crook, the 
dopths of whose water will not be sufi- 
cient to float a third-class merchant ship. 
It should be promptly conserved so that 
the largest steamships of commerce or 
war could moor to any business wharf. 
The commercial flags of all nations are 
interested, and, at this time when battles 
are being fought near us which will de- 
cide the policy of a continent, it is 
encouraging that you are directing atten- 
tion to a duty which mon living at Shang- 
hai to-day owe to the young men who 
aro to take their placos hereafter. 

But tho most forgiving can hardly find 
adecent apology for not having tram- 
ways for the city. ‘Tho ratepayers havo 
never proved that they were narrow- 
minded or parsimonious. ‘Thoir_charac- 
teristic hus boon ono of liberality and 
broad-mindedness, and it is duo to that 
fact that the surpriso is groater at their 
toleration of the laches of ,thoir civil 
authorities. 

‘The cheoso-paring'proposals which have 
ominatod from such authorities on the 
subject of tramways do not reflect the 
business methods of Shanghai, ‘Thoro is 
nothing in the past history of Shanghai 
to warrant the improssions boing made 
abroad, against tho public spirit of the 
ratepayers, ,by thoso insufferable pro- 

‘And hore again, Mr. Editor, you 
in appealing 'to the foreign 
residents of Shanghai to know for 
themselves why they cannot have 
tramways. ‘Thoro is nota city or town of 
any consequence in the civilised world 
where the inhabitants aro living in a 
similarly congested area as at Shanghai, 
and Shanghai is the metropolis of the 
Enst. 

The cause, human or othorwise, which 
doprives Shanghai of such an economy in 
its lif as a tramway should be searched 
ont and as summarily removed.

25th September. 

(1) Ya Heng, Manchu President of the 
Banqueting Court, asks to be allowed to 
resign on account of continued ill-health. 
Yii Héng’s prayer is granted and he is 
permitted to resign. 

(2) Chin Liang, Assistant Imperial 
Resident to Tibet, whoso headquaters are 
at Heining, Kansu province, is command- 
ed to return to Peking to take another 
post and Yen Chi (Taotai of Amoy) 
given the rank of Deputy Assistant Mili- 

* tary Governor and appointed to Hsining 
to succeed the said Chiin Liang. Yen Ch 
is thereby authorised to use the transport 
service of the Imperial Courier service. 















(3) Féng Shéng-4 is appointed Major- 
eral commanding at Malanchén, 
Groat Wall, with the further rank of a 
member of the Board of Comptrollers- 
General of the Imperial Household De- 
partment. 
26th September. 

‘Tang Shao-yi, Customs Tsotai of Tien- 
tsin, Chihli province, is hereby com- 
manded to resign his post and is given 
the rank of an expectant Metropolitan 
Officer of the 3rd grade, with the brevet 
button of a Deputy Assistant Military 
Governor (a Manchu fank and until last 
spring hitherto given only to officials of 
Manchu or Mongol descont—Translator).

NOTES ON NATIVE

The Descendants of Low-Class 
Chinese. 

In Chins there are three classes of the 
population who are esteemed as “ the low- 
est of the low,” and these are actors, bar- 
bers, and chiropodists. ‘There is another 
class of poople, body servants, or valets, 
de chambre who, although it has been 
permissible for them at some time or 
another to bo given military rank—some 
have even been known to have attained 
to the rank and post of Generals—can 
never be civil mandarins. This ban is not, 
however, laid for ever upon theso un- 
fortunate classes of Chinese, for the law 
permits their grandsons, that is to say, 
the third generation, to study and 
for literary degrees and of course sub- 
sequently become mandarins if they 
possess oither ithe ability, or money, to 
do so. A case in point has lately come 
to the writer’s notice in the persons of 
two clever and promising young men of 
the surname of Chéng, tho grandsons of 
the famous Poking actor Ch'éng Ch‘ang- 
kéng—a splendid actor and one who, when 
alive, was greatly respected and admired 
and was held in ‘the same estimation by 
the Imperial Court, princes, nobles, 
officials and people of the Empire as— 
wo may say—Sir Henry Irving is hold 
by everyone, high and low, in the United 
Kingdom. ‘To return to the grandsons 
—there are two of them,—the elder one 
is now an expectant Taotai of Anhui 
province, and the youngér, who is a gra- 
uate of the Tungwén College of Peking 
and studied there during the régime of 
its ex-President, Dr. W. A. P. Martin, is 
now in Berlin and a member of the 
staff of translators and interpreters 
of the Chinese Legation there. 
When first the young ‘men came of age & 
few years ago and wished to enter into 
official life, such as trying to join one of 
the Six Boards and Tsungli Yamén in the 
capacity of junior, or expectant secre- 
taties, there was naturally an outcry 
made against them on account of their 
mean descent. One Censor, presumably 
disappointed at not being able to extort 
hush money from the Ch‘éng family, 
denounced them in a secret memorial to 
the Throne, but it having been proved 
that the young meu were of the third 
generation and their parents did not 
take up the role of actor in succession 























to the grandfather, the denunciation 
of course fell through. We hear now 
that on account of the real ability 
shown by the young translator in 





Berlin, H.E. Ying Ch‘ang, the Chineso 
‘Minister to Germany has lately sent up 
to Peking a special memorial to the 
Throne strongly eulogising the attain- 
ments of the young man and recommend- 
ing him as deserving of the rank of 
expectant sub-prefect of the first-class. 
We are pleased to note that throwing 
aside prejudice, the Empress Dowagor 
has granted HLE. Ying Chang's 
memorial. We may state in conclu- 
sion that even in the caso of young 
aspirants of the third and even fourth 
generation, whose ancestors were either 
actors, barbers, chiropodists, or valets 
de chambre, the popular prejudice 
against them is so strong that often a 
change of surname has been made to 
get rid of the odium, although by law 
these young men are considered of 
“clean’ birth.” Of course, money is 
frequently used in large amounts, somo 
even being~ known to have expended 
more than half their ancestral patrimony 
to no purpose. 


A New Prefecture in Lower 
Manchuria. 











A Peking dispatch states that the 
scheme of land reclamation by a system 
of irrigation in the North-western corner 
of Féngtien province, or Lower Man- 
churia, which was started about threo 
years ago at the recommendation of the 
Manchu ex-Vico-President of the Board 
of War, Yi K6, has been sinco suc- 
cessfully brought to conclusion under 
that official’s personal superintendence. 
Through his Excellency’s exertions 
also the reclaimed territory has 
boon gradually populated by farmors 
and their families brought over from 
Chihli province, so that it is expected 
that in three years from now, barring 
foreign wars and internecine conilicts, the 
new territory will be as flourishing and as 
thickly populated as any within the Great 
Wall. This wiso and statesmanlike scheme 
has been projected for the stopping of 
emigration to foreign lands, and if tho 
Féngtien schome is all round successful, 
and there is no reagon to fear that it will 
not be so, other waste lands in tho eight- 
eon provinces inside the Great Wall, as 
well as in Mongolia, will also be reclaim- 
ed without delay. By Imperial decree 
the newly reclaimed territory in Lower 
Manchuria has been formed into a pro- 
fecture and designated Tiaonanfu (i 




















nan=South of the Tino river), which is 
again divided into two district’ magistra- 
cies, namely, K’ait’unghsion (K’ai-t’ung=>

“Stirring them up.” 

When HE. Governor ‘Tuan Fang 


arrived here from Wuchang he found out 
that owing to the laziness and incapability 
of the military mandarins in this portion 
of Kiangsu province, brigandago, smug- 
gling and gambling have increased to an 
extent never yet experienced here. This 
greatly aroused his Excellency’s indigna- 
tion, with the result that when tho military 
officials went to seo him on his arrival, 
both in Shanghai and in Soochow, his 
Excellency soundly rated them on: their 
ineapacity and inability to keep proper 
order within their jurisdiction. His Ex- 
cellency also gave warning that if the 
present state of affairs continued he would 
denounce them tothe Throne. This stirred 
the officials up first and several captures 
were made, the principal bandits among 
whom were promptly ordered by his 
Excellency to be summarily punished, two 
cases of which we have ourselves witnessed 
jn Shanghai, namely, the desperado who 
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was caged at the West gato some days 
ago, and the Louza murderer who 
was executed last week. Soveral others 
were also promptly decapitated in Soo- 
chow at Governor Tuan Fang’s 
orders, which quite astonished the 
slow-going mandarins under him, as such 
promptitude had not been experienced 
since the days of the late Baron Péng 
Yii-lin, the redoutable first Admiral of 
the Yangtze, about thirty years ago. 
Lately, however, it appears that the news 
of more robberies has come to the ears 
of Governor Tuan Fang which has made 
his Excellency more indignant than ever, 
as he considers them to be entirely dua 
to the incapacity of the military authori- 
ties, whose duty is to keep order and 
search for pirates, smugglers, organised, 
gangs of armed gamblers, bandits, and all 
evil-minded vagabonds, "In consequence 
of this his Excelloncy yesterday sent 
telegrams to all the Taotais and military 
officials in this part of Kiangsu provinces, 
warning them that if he hears of any 
more robberies or disturbances by bad 
charactors he will denounce the respon- 
sible officials to the Throne without 
mercy. One of these telograms also 
camo to Shanghai, 


‘The Yueh-Han Railway; 

or Canton-Hankow line, according to the 
“Universal Gazette,” will probably 
rovert to Amorican hands again. That 
paper states that a wealthy American is 
anxious to construct this railway and has 
been in communication with certain 
Hunan gontry and notables on the sub- 
ject. ‘the latter have therefore peti:

The Huna 
gentry also say that tho” wealthy Ameri- 
ean in question is well-known to both 
President Roosevelt and his cabinet as 
well as to Wu ‘Ting-fang himself.

An Excellent Selection. 
His Excellency T‘ang Shao-yi, pro- 
moted, as may bo observed by the Im- 

ial decree published above, from the 
Tientsin Customs ‘I taiship to that of 
Special Imperial High Commissioner to 
investigate matters in Tibet, and whose 
newly given rank and titles put him on 
a footing of official equality with the 
Governor of a Province of the Empire, 
was born in the district of Hsiangshan 
(near Macao), Kuangchou (Canton) pre- 
fecture, province of Kuangtung, about 
forty-four years ago.

The Russians in Mudken, 

remarks a Tientsin correspondent who 
has received dispatches of very recent 
dete from Mukden, show every indication 
of wintering in that city, if they can 
manage to resist the attacks of the ad- 
vaneing Japaneso armies. For this 
reason the Russians are making ultra 
elaborate earth and stone defences 
around three sides of the Mukden 
suburbs—west, south and eastern faces, 
Moreover they have received since their 
defeat at Liaoyang nearly 68,000 now 
troops, besides 144 field guns and several 
tens of machine guns, the latter of which 
are being placed in embrasures con- 
structed inside carefully made trenches 
as to assist the holders of these 
trenchies successfully to resist the frontal 
charges of the recklessly brave Japanose. 
It is the opinion of all who have seen the 
defences at Liaoyang that those mado at 
Mukden, and even at Tiebling, are great- 
ly superior in strength and stratogical 
effects to those at Liaoyang and friends 
of the Japanese in Mukden are greatly 
concerned about their success when they 
begin their attack on tho Russian 
trenches. The losses of the attackors 
will doubtless exceed those suffered at 
Liaoyang and if the Japanese succeed in 
driving out the Russians from Mukden, 
the triumph will be great indeed and will 
make the Japaneso troops the most 
invincible in the world. Even the Rus- 
jians have been heard to tell tho Chineso 
in Mukden that if the Japanese succoed 
in driving the former out of the city, 
Russia will have to sue for peace, 
for after Mukden nothing, not even 
superiority in men and guns, will stop 
the progress of the Japanoso. 


Merely Gossip. 

According to a Peking letter the Wai- 
wupu has not yet received any offivial 
confirmation of the signing of the above- 
named Treaty as translated in these 
columns tho other day. Moroover, Na 
Tung, the President of the Waiwupu, is 
said to be greatly opposed to the terms of 
the Treaty as published in the Pross and 
wishes to prevent the signing of such a 
document by the Dalai Lama if possible. 
Furthermore, Yu T‘ai, the Chinese Pro- 
sident at Lhassa, in a late telegrain has 
made no mention of the signing of such 
Treaty and it is therefore hoped at tho 
Waiwapu that the news of the signing is 
merely a rumour. It is very probable 
that ‘the appointment of H.E. ‘Tang 
Shao-yi as special High Commissioner to 
investigate matters in Tibet has beon 
made with the intention of drawing up 
anew treaty with the Indian Govern- 
ment.

WAR NOTES AND 


NEWS. 


27th September. 


General Gripenberg, who has been 
appointed by the Czar to command the 
‘Seeond Manchurian Army, is a Fivnlander 
born in 1838, He began his military 
service in the Sth Turkestan Battalion, 
‘and subsequently served in the 17th {:ifle 
Bittalion, the 2nd Guard Rifle Battalion 
and the Moscow Guards (1875-1883). He 
‘commanded successively, the First Brigade 
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the Guard 

de, the First Guard n, 
(1807-98) and ths 6h Acmy Corps. In 
1901 he was appointed second in command 
of tho WilnaDistriet aud om the 10th 
November. 1902 t» the chief command of 
the District. The general saw active 

in the Crimea in 1854-55 i or on 

ticipated in the campsigns of 186%- 
1368, 1867-68, 1877-78, Ho was wounded 
in action in 1868, 

The creation of a new and practically 
independent command in the Russian 
forces, would seem to indicate a departure 
from the plan of eumpaiga which we have 
hitherto beon led to suppose has been 
carefully followed with perfectly satis- 
factory results. By an accident, we were 
told, the opening of the war found the 
Russian forces widely scattered over a vast 
expanse of country. General Kurvpatkin’s 
object was to withdraw them steadily to 
one centre-—Linoyang we ficst thought, but 
perhaps uow it should be Harbin, ‘and 
there the whole army strengthened by 
reinforcements from home was to fall on 
the Japanese, who were to be exhausted 
by their advance and crush them, It'is to 
be noted that General Kuropalkin is still in 
supreme command and will be able there- 
fore for some time to pursue his policy of 
masterly retreat, but it is evident from 
the Cait’s message to General Gripenbery 
that something “in the nature of an 
offensive diversion is also to be attempted, 

It seems to have boon rather hastily 
assumed in some quarters that because a 

ood many correspondents have left the 
font for varlous teases of late thut the 
Sighting for this year is over, or practically 
#0. The winter will be coming on pre. 
sontly but our recent telegrams havo told 
us that tho wexther just now is be- 
coming favourble to canipaigning. Wars 
are not waged nowadays in tho leisurely 
ways of old when opposing armies would 
comfortably sit down in adjacent towns 
maybe, almost near enough for the meu to 
fraternise, till the new opening year 
should summon them forth to another 
friendly rund. ‘The Jspaneso will cor. 
tainly make a strong endeavour to take 
possession of Mukden before they call a 
truce and the forward movement fore- 
shadowed by the Ozar’s latest order dues 
not exactly presage a cessation of hostili. 
ties from the Russisn side, 

The absence of tho war correspondents 
doos not therefore necessarily imply that 
the war is in suspension. Judging indeed 
from tho success with which the war has 
been prosecuted while they were only 
“trying to et to the front,” wo may expect 
it to make faster progress ‘than ever, how 
that they are hurrying homewards.” ‘The 
men who are just now to be found on 
most, of the Europe or Americs.bound 
Vessels are those who having filled thoir 
notebooks wt Liaoyang, and having seen 
enough campaigning for the preseut, are 
now bent on turning their m terial to the 
best advantage, and incidentally recy, 
Perating, before perhaps taking another 
Spell of arduous servico in the field next 
year, 

According to calou'ations published by 
the ‘Jiii Shimpo.” and translated by 
tho ‘ Japan Daily Mail,” the Russians, sup. 
posing that two Divisions of the Gat Army 
Corps wrrive xt th» front during tie 
course of the present month, will have in 
the Far Hust a total fores of 300 
battalions of infantry, 212 squadrons of 
gavalry, and 137 batteries of artillery, 
‘That means, roughly speaking, 3 0,000 
infantry, 34,000 cavalry and 1,096 guns, 
Judging from previous experience it takes 
36 or 36 days to send a division and a half 
over the Siberian railway ; that is to say, 
from 600 to 60) men per diem. An arnvy 
of 384,000 men with 1,096 guns is ab 
immense force, yet the Russians are busily 
increasing it, as is shown by the mobilis 
tion of the Odesea Army Corps, which will

(Concluded.) 
Wo continued through similar dry, 
wooded red-oarth, rolling country until, 
on our sixth day out from Tungehuan, 
we reached the first town on the route, 
the largo,’ disty and apparently pro” 
sperous settlement of Yangkai (Willow 
Market). Here wo found a fino two-storied 
inn with a contral courtyard 100 foot 
square, now a sea of black-groon slush 
which had to be crossed on. stepping 
stones; the placo farther boasted two 
likin stations. On the provious day we 
had come across a busy likin station in 
tho village of Kungshan, the courteous 
superintendent of which informed us that 
his collection amounted to the large. sum 
of 10,000 copper cash daily; here the 
passing coolie and farmer had to pay a 
few cash on every baskot-load. At Yang. 
kai the superintendent informed mo 
that his collection amounted to ‘Tis, 30 
per month only, just sufficient, as ho said, 
to moot the expenses of the staff of four 
men employed in the office. Anyhow, 
our boy had hete to pay 75 conts on twe 
pieces of Szechuan silk he was carrying to 
Yunnanfu to trade with, having neglect. 
ed the precaution he ‘had adopted at 
the dreaded likin station of Tao. 
wat‘an, of hiding the silk amongst our 
luggage, which the likin official 
good enough never to scarch.

Part of the road by which 
we had descended was actually thirty 
feet wide, a charming country lane be- 
tween banks covered with wild flowers 
and linéd with fine trees; but now the 
highway across the plain had narrowed to 
thirty inches and less, and we had a 
difficulty to keep our footing on the 
slippery narrow mud paths which mean- 
dered amongst the paddy-fields. There 
is little doubt that in the “good old 
days” China was traversed by practic- 
able roads, well kept up; but which 
under the’ present Manchu dynasty,— 
never truly at ease on their usurped 
throne, and so discounteaancing every- 
thing tending to free gatherings of the 
people,—these fine roads of inter- 
communication—canals and highways,— 
have been allowed to go to rain, while the 
officials who have paid dearly for thei 
posts and are uncertain of their tenure, 
will not move hand or spend a cash 
in attempts to restore them. On the far 
edge of the plain wo ascended a rise 
to the town of Yanglin (Willow 
Grove), a busy crowded place, with 
well-paved streets, good inns and 
a population of 1,500 families. Com- 
manding the high road to Szechuan, 
Yanglin’ was long a bone of contention 
between the contending forces at the 
time of the great Mahomedan rebellion, 
finally suppressed just thirty years ago. 
No trace of the desolation of that period 
is now visible in Yanglin, and, as an 
outpost of the capital, from which it is 
distant thirty miles, it enjoys consider- 
able importance. ‘The town stands 7,000 
feet above soa level, boing 500 foot 
higher than Yuonanfu. Leaving Yang- 
lin, a wide paved road leads across un- 
dulating moorland country, and in 
places through thick forest, amidst the 
shelter of which we halted for tiffin, 
warming ourselves and drying our wet 
clothes at a blazing log firo on the floor 
of a woodman’s cottage. ‘Thence across 
a broken country, a very garden of 
limestone pinnacles, “ island ” hills, crags 
and serrated ridges, to the walled village 
‘of Tapanch'iao, situated in a small rich 
“haitse” of paddy-fields. ‘The depros- 
sion of Tapanch’iao is left by along ascent, 
through wooded country, leading up to a 
yakion or “notch,” feom the summit 
of which our eyes wore rejoiced with a 
glimpse of the famous Sea of Yunnan, 
‘our present destination, and the longed- 
for termination of our arduous journey. 
‘The view from the “notch” beyond 
‘Tapanch‘iao was very fine, another wide 
prospect of mountains with the thin 
ilvery streak of the lake, here looking 
liko a river, thrown in. ‘The far western 
horizon was bounded by the cliff-like wall 
of the Sishan, the rango that shuts in 
the lake to the West, its cliffs falling 
vertically into the waters at its feet. 
The plain of Yunnan and the pagodas 
and walls of the city were hidden fcom 
view : another ridge had to be surmount- 
‘ed before we were able to look down on 
the city itself and its setting of bright 
green paddy-fields. As is the case with 
all Chinese mountain cities, the capital 
of Yunnan enjoys a most picturesque 
situation. It stands on a limestone ridge 
emerging from the plain, along which its 
north wall runs ; the southern wall en- 
closes much flat land, including a con-

~Tongking, acquired by the French at 
about the same time as Upper Burma 
by ourselves, has been pacitied later;

cleared away than the constraction 
ofarailway into the jungles north of 
Hanoi was taken in hand : while wo have 
een talking the French have been 
acting. Our Indian Government com-

Wostern Yunnan, in a half-hearted way,

possessions in Indo-China, "A similar 
guaranteo from the Indian Government 
would enablo tho connoction of Burma 
with the western capital of Yunnan,— 
Talifu, to be offectod, and the guaranteed 
interest would be amply repaid in the 
indirect advantages to British trade: for 
the cotton-goods and hardware that 
Yunnan requires from abroad can be 
moro cheaply supplied from Rangoon 
than from Tongking. But it is as a 
“sanatorium that Yunnan will prove of 
tho groatest value to the European 
inhabitants of the surrounding countries, 
—Indo-China, South China proper, Siam, 
and Burma. “The wastage of European 
live in all these countries is vory great 
and, of course, means a great 
pectiniary loss. With Yunnan atces- 
sible by railway, an epochal change in the 
conditions of life in these adjoining tropi- 
cal countries will be brought about; and 
wo should take our sharo in rendering 
this change available to Indo-Burma by a 
short cut from British territory, even at 
some pecuniary sacrifico, 

Another point which Chad read much 
of before actually visiting Yunnan was the 
want of population. Certainly, in the 
country through which wo’ passed 
through, thero was no derelict land: 
every mow available was tnder cultivation 
with dry or wet crops according to the 
nature of the soil, while large tracts of 
moorland, such as in England would bo 
given over to gorse and’ bracken, wore 
under the plough. Railways and the 
opening of mines, provided the officials 
aro ever seriously compelled to welcome 
foroign mining instead of as now endea- 
vouring to obstruct it by every device 
they can put forward, will develop now 
industries and so provide for a larger 
popul 
conditions can possibly support. Should 
the contemplated. occupation of eastern 
Yunnan by tho Fronch be carried into 
effect, the people, as distinguished from 
the officials, would undoubtedly be the 
gainers and, with the present cordial 
relations betwoen our two Governments, 
it ought not to be impossible to agree 
upon terms mutually beneficial to the 
trade of our respective countries. Ti 
some such eventuality is the meaning 
of the Hanoi-Yunnan railway cannot be 
doubted, 
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The environs of Yunnanfu teem with 
interesting antiquities which I have no 
space to describe: in the western moun- 
tains are wonderful rock temples with 
galleries cut out of the hard limestone, 
beautifully carved, and commanding a 
magnificent view over the great lake, 
upon which in the near future steamers 
will carry tourists to the numerous points 
of interest. The traces of the great 
Mahomedan rebellion are to be seen all 
around the city in temporary forts and 
trenches bearing witness to the bitterness 
of the struggle which lasted for twenty 
years (1855-1873). It had its origin in a 
Secret docree sent out by an imbecile 
Governor to all the prefects of the pro- 
vince to massacre the whole of the 
Mahommedan population in a single 
night ;—another St. Bartholomew which, 
though only partially carried out, drove 
the then utterly unprepared Mahom- 
medans to rebel in self-defence. The 
rebellion was ultimately suppressed with 
the aid of foreign breech-loading guns 
which the Mahomedans were powerless 


; to resist, and culminated in the terrible 


massacre of the whole population of 
Talifu, after tho city had surrendered 
upon the promise given by the then 
notorious Governor, Tstn Yi-ying (the 
father of the prosont Viceroy of 
the two Kuang, ‘fsén Chén-hsuen), 
that the lives of the inhabitants should 
be spared. All this history is well de- 
scribed in tho fascinating account of the 
robellion givon in Rocher's standard work. 
To-day the Mahomodans of Yunnan 
form the most energetic and civilised

grant. 

Count Miniscslchi’s representatives 
have, however, beon enabled to declare, 
in the interview which has taken pl 
to-day, that in view of the special condi- 
tions which have to be considered, they 
regarded the conciliatory procedure 
which Mr. Pereira’s representatives had 
formerly proposed, as sufficient repara- 
tion, and as Mr. Poreira’s reprosentatives 
on their part declared that their original 
proposal held good, the above-mention- 
ed doclarations have beon exchangod, and 
the ropresentatives of the two parti 
therefore regard the! incidentias closed.

On the 29th our forces concentrated 
at Liaoyang, ono army on the right bank 
of the Taitso, ono on the left. 

[It would seem that the original for- 
mation of three armies had now been 
abandoned, but the sequel shows that 
such was not the ca’e.—Ep. “J, M.”] 

On the 30th and Slst the Japaneso 
attacked our advanced positions in great 
force, but were repulsed with enormous 
loss. On our right and centro the fierce 
combat finally becamo a hand-to-hand 
affair, so that I was compelled to send 
into "the line of battle not only our 
special reserves but also a part of tho 
army reserves. 

On the SIst it becamo clear that 
Kuroki’s army had crossed to the right 
bank of the Taitse. ‘Throughout the 
30th and the 31st his attacks upon our 
loft were far weaker than tho attacks 
delivered (by the other Japanese armies) 
against our right and centre, and I thero- 
fore inferred that the main part of 
Kuroki’s force was engaged in a flanking 
movement to sever our line of commuii- 
cations. 

‘Thereupon Iresolved to withdraw an 
army corps from my advanced positionsand 
to concentrate a large forco against 
Kuroki, In consequence of there beinj 
many bridges at our positions and goo 
roads communicating with them, tho 
various bodies that were to undertake 
this offensive movement succeeded in 
reaching the right bank of the river by 
the morning of tho Ist of Septombor, 
though they had to march in tho dark. 
Tho cnemy did not until the ovening of 
that day capture tho positions we had 
abandoned, but in the evening his artil- 
lery opened upon Liaoyang. 

No trophies fell into’ the enomy’s 
hands. 

I then adopted the following strategy : 
—The various columns having crossed to 
the right bank of the Taitse, the army 
was'to take up a position on the heights 
from Shiikwantau (Chichkwanting) to 
tho Yentai coal-mino—this line of hills 
was to be occupied by Major-General 
Orosovsky’s corps, consisting of 13 batta- 
lions, Our forces were to be pivoted on 
Shiikwantau and were to operate on the 
offensive against the right flank of the 
Japanese army, which had for position 
line from the bank of the Taitse nea 
Kwantun to the vieinity of the Yentai 
coal-mine. 

‘This offensive movement commenced 
on the 2nd of September, namely, when 
the vatious.units had been distributed to 
their indicated positions.

Therefore a 
necessity arose to change my strategical 
plan with the object of recovering that 
district on the following day. By the 
evening of the 3rd we at last succeeded 
in getting possession of Shelikulontun 
village and the highlands in its vicinity. 
Our ‘nttack upon the hills on tho north- 
east of this village—namely, the hills 
from which our troops had been driven 
back on the Ist—commenced at 6 p.m. on 
the Srd. At first it was not a severe 
fight continued into the night. 
occupied the hills several times, but were 
finally compelled to abandon them for the 
moment: ‘This was because a large num- 
ber of detachments, joining in the attack, 
became mixed up ‘and great difficulties 
were experienced in maintaining unity of 
command. Nevertheless the officers com- 
manding the various bodies continued the 
attack, and finally succeeded in capturing 
the desired position so that the object of 
our right movement was attained. On 
our loft,"in the vicinity of the Yentai coal 
mine, the force under Major-General 
Orosovsky, on the 2nd of September, ob- 
tained possession of the hills on the south 
of the mine which constituted an exceed- 
ingly strong p inst attack from 
the south. ‘The hattories of artillery now 
opened fire against the enemy's position 
several vorsts southward. ‘The Major- 
Gonoral also sent a force from the hills 
to attack the enemy in the Shakietsun 
direction, but this operation had to be 
carried gut among the tall millet, and the 
force, fired into from the front and the 
flanks, fell into confusion and began to 
retreat. The force left upon the hills 
retired also. Orosovsky’s corps was now 
two vorsts distant from the other units, 
and Major-General Orosovsky was wound. 
ed. Goneral Formin also was wounded 
and died subsequently. 

After our troops had retired from tho 
position which was to have served as an 
attacking base, tho Japanese army ex- 
tonded its fighting line to the north, and 
at about 5 o'clock p.m, occupied the whole 
of tho heights as woll as the Yentai mit 
General Samsonofftonia now caused the 
Siberian Cossacks undor his command to 
dismount and stimulated them to defend 
the position but they were slowly driven 

, back. Tho enemy was very strong at 
this time. Ho held the positions on all 
the hills. Our right, in spite of the 
losses it had suffered in the preceding five 
days, would have. attacked the enemy, 
but ‘as the operation was exceedingly 
@angerous, a retreat was finally made in 
the direction of Lilianshika. 

As the Japanese right kept pressing us 
and as we had boon obliged on the 2nd 
to abandon Shiikwantau, which was the 
pivot of his turning movement, I deter. 
mined to retire upon Mukden.” This r 
treat was completed on the 7th of Sep- 
tember. 

Tho abandonment of 
menced on the afternoon 
ber and concluded the foll 
All woapons of war wore carried away, 
but as there was not sufficient time to re. 
move the provisions, they were burned. 
The quantity of provisions would have 
sufficed to support our whole army for 
eight days. We removed and carried 
away the pontoon-bridges, but we burned 
the temporary bridges and destroyed the 
railway bridge. 

Our srmy retreated in good order.

The enemy attempted to pureue, but wo| 





repulsed him. On the 3rd and 4th of 
September we adopted precautionary 
measures against a flanking movement 
on the east. The Japanese showed no 
activity on the.south, but Kuroki’s army 
made a strong attack from the east. 
Our troops guardin: the boat-bridge at 
Talienkau were subjected to a fierce 
night-attack on the Sth. They held their 
ground, but suffered heavy loss. The 
column which bore the brunt of this 
attack had 509 killed and wounded. The 
danger of the attack against our left had 
disappeared by the evening of the Sth. 

‘The immense difficulty of removing the 
guns and transporting the baggage was 
Successfully achieved. Further, our re- 
treat to Mukden being covered by a 
Powerful cavalry rear-guard, {was con- 
cluded on the 7th, 

From the 30th of August until ‘our 
arrival in Mukden we did not abandon 
anything. Our engineers loyally dis 
charged their duty throughout the fight. 
ing, opened and repaired the roads for 
our retreat, assisted the railway com- 
munications and were of the greatest 
value. 

From the 28th of August until the 
9th of September, the losses of our army 
may bo roughly estimated at 4,000 killed 
and 12,000 wounded. 




















THE NEW 
S. S. MINNESOTA. 


THE LARGEST AMERICAN-BUILT 
VESSEL AFLOAT. 


The gigantic new twin-scrow steel 
steamship Minnesota, built for tho 
Great Northern Steamship Co., Mr. 
James J. Hill's line across the Pacific, 
arrived at New York 21st August from the 
yard of the Eastern Shipbuilding Com. 
pany at New London, Conn. 

Tho dimensions of the Minnesota are: 
Length over all, about 630 feet ; broadth, 
extrome, 73 1-2'feet, and depth from the 
bottom of the keel to the upper navigating 
bridge, 88 feet 3 3-4 inches—the height 
of an ordinary ten-storey building. Her 
displacement is 33,000 tons. 

The construction of the Minnesota 
bodies the latest ideas of the naval archi. 
tect for the safety of the vessel and the 
protection of the 
and crew. The ship 
practically the entire length; that is, 
thero isa water-tight steel deck | 
fect from the bottom extending fr 
stem to stern and from side to side, 
Thus if the outer shell of plating should 
be punctured by the vessel going on a 
reef, the water could not pass the inner 
bottom Also there are numerous steel 
bulkheads oxtending from the bottom 

ie main deck the entire width of 
ind one extending from stem to 
stern along the centre of the ship, which 
subdivide “the hull into almost in- 
numerable separate water-tight com. 
Partments. She has five steel decks 
above the inner bottom. 
The first cabin passengers have accom- 

ions in a latge deck-house amid- 
ships, and the saloons and state-rooms 
are furnished most comfortably, 
convenience is provided to make the 
fifteen-day trip across the Pacific a 























pleasant one. The large dining saloon, 
finished in mahogany, with a seating 
capacity for two hundred passengers, is 
at the forward end of the deck-house, 
and in the daytime is lighted by large 








ports on three sides. A most completo 
system of ventilation over all cabins and 
rooms provides fresh air and exhausts 
the vitiated air. 

Above the dining saloon the library on 
one side and ladies’ boudoir on the other, 
form specially attractive places for the 
Passengers in inclement weather. Practi- 
cally all the staterooms have outside 
windows, and many of them are arranged 
en suite with bath-rooms attached. On 
the bridge deck is a smoking-room, richly 
furnished in leather and’ finished in 
Flemish oak, while below deck is a café in 
which refreshments are to be served at all 
hours. An airy nursery or play room is 
provided for children on the promenade 
deck. The total accommodations are for 
218 first and 68 third cabin passongers, 
while below deck provision is made for 
carrying thirteen hundred troops and 
twenty-four hundred stocrago passong 
Large and well-equipped toilet and wash 
rooms are provided for the steorago, 
also separate galley and pantry; while 
for the Chinese an opium den is placed 
at the stern. She carries an immense ro- 
frigerating plant capable of cooling not 
only the ship's provisions, but also re- 
frigerating seventeen hundred tons of 
cargo. This plant was designed and built 
by the American Linde Refrigerating 
Company, of New York City. Four large 
evaporators for changing salt water to 
fresh are located in the engine-rooma, 
furnishing abundance of fresh wator 
should that carried in tanks give out, 
These evaporators have a combined capa. 
city of about thirty thousand gallons of 
fresh water per day. Tho electric light- 
ing plant is very extensive, as electricity 
is used for not only lighting all parts of 
the vessel, but for ting the state- 
rooms, running numerous ventilating fans, 

1d supplying power to steer the vossel 
and operate the cargo-hoisting machines, 

‘Tho ship is driven by twin-screw triple. 
expansion engines of about 10,000 horse- 
powor furnished with steam at 250 
pounds’ pressure by water-tube boilers of 
the Niclausse type. Each engine is 
located in a separate water-tight com- 
partment, and the boilers are also divided 
into two similar compartments, accessible 
one to tho other through small water- 
tight doors. Thus in case one engine- 
room should be flooded, the other engine 
could drive the ship on her journey. 
While this 10,000 horse-power is big in 
itself, it does not reach by any moans tho 
total horse-power of all machinery on 
board. The engine-room auxiliaries are 
almost innumerable. 

An immense windlass is placed at the 
bow for raising the anchors, each of 8 1-2 
tons, and the anchor chain, which is over 
eighty tons, is the heaviest ever built. ‘The 
full equipment of life-saving appliances as 
prescribed by the United States Govern. 
ment is carried on board, and for putting 
out flames a patent fire-extinguishing 
system installed, by means of which 
any compartment of the ship may be im. 
mediately filled with a gas in which a fire 
cannot possibly burn. For handling the 
cargo in and out of the numerous hatches 
no less than thirty-two electric winches 
are placed on ‘the deck ; for while the 
Minnesota is to be classed as a passongor 

she is intended to carry enormous 
cargoes of freight across the Pacific, 

Mr. James J. Hill's numerous ro- 
quirements for a ship for the Pacific 
trade have been successfully developed in 
the Minnesota, and it is to be expected 
that when she arrives on the Pacific the 
Prestige of the American flag will be 
greatly increased —‘ New York Maritime

Franker ano Isrant v. M. Goupsrars. 

Plaintiffs, who described themselves as 
commission agents, sued defendant, pro. 
priotor of the Shanghai, formerly Grand 
Oriental, Hotel for $87, partly for money 
advanced and partly for goods purchased 
on behalf of defendant. 

Arthur Israel, an American, stated that 
plaintiffs were recently associated with 
dofendant in the management of his 
hotel.

Kuan Sivan v. Ranoa StxoH. 

Plaintiff sued defeniiant to recover a 
box of clothes, or $20 its value. Tho 
parties lived together at Chefoo, where 
plaintiff went into hospital ill, and was 
supphed with food daily for about “eight 
or ten days by defendant, When he came 
out of hospital his box was missing, and 
defendant had gone on to Shanghai. 
Plaintiff lodged a complaint with the 
British Consul, who passed him on to 
Shanghai also. He had paid nothing to 
defendant for the food supplied, excopt $1 
for flour. 

Defendant deniod taking the box and 
said he had never seen :plaintiff with ono. 

His Honour, deciding between the con- 
tradictory stories, accepted plaintiff's, but 
said he supposed defendant.took the box 
thinking he was entitled to compensation 
for the food he had supplied. Probably 
the-box was over-valued. Judgment was 
given for $10 and $3 costs; the amount to 
be reduced to 50 cents and $3 costs if the 
box were returned.

Recent Deeds of the Hunghutse, 

A North Chinchow dispatch states, that 
pe the night of the 17:h instant a large 
body of Hunghutse, under the leadership 
of the redoubtable chfefs Féng Ling-kO 
and Tu Li-shan, suddenly surrounded “and 
surprised a camp of government troops at 
a place ealled Niulo, west of Hsinmintun, 
‘Tho camp held a battalion of infantry 
under the command of Major Jén Chao. 
wu who with only fifty of his men finally 
‘succeeded in breaking through the Hung. 
hutae leaving everything inside to tks 
mercy of the attackers. Of the soldiers in 
the camp noarly sixty were killed, while 
three hundred red and asked to be 
allowed to join the ranks of the Hung- 
hutse, which was accorded by the tes 
chiefs. The conquerors carried off 380 
Mauser magazine rifles and some 25,000 
curtridges, besides the regimental chest 
and a large quantity of food supplies, 
‘The reason given for the easo with which 
the Hunghutso attained thoir object is that 
the raided camp was situated in a ve 
lonely place acd many miles distant from 
‘any neighbouriog. camp, ‘The General Com. 
manding the Hsinminfu district has asked 
for strong reinforcement from both Viceroy 
Yuan Shih-kai and General Ma Yu-k‘un, 
declaring that the slender forces under his 
command are quite inadequate either to 
keep order or defend themselves against the 
well-armed and ‘superior number of the 
Hunghutse.
